JPRIL  6,  1830,  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  was  organised 
with  six  members.  To-day  the  Church  numbers  more  than  a  million  souls. 
From  the  six  men  who  were  in  that  meeting  when  the  Church  was  organised, 
and  those  who  have  followed,  the  Church  has  continued  to  grow  and  has 
developed  into  a  great  organisation.  Below  is  a  tribute  which  has  been  paid 
to  the  man  who  laid  the  foundation  of  the  Restored  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  inaugurated  the  Last  Dispensation — Joseph  Smith. 

Here  is  a  man  who  was  born  in  the  stark  hills  of  Vermont; 
who  was  reared  in  the  backwoods  of  New  York;  who  never  looked 
inside  a  college  or  high  school;  who  lived  in  six  states,  no  one  of 
which  would  own  him  during  his  lifetime;  who  spent  months  in 
the  vile  prisons  of  the  period;  who.  even  when  he  had  his  freedom, 
teas  hounded  like  a  fugitive;  who  was  covered  once  with  a  coat 
of  tar  and  feathers,  and  left  for  dead;  who,  with  his  following,  was 
driven  by  hate  neighbours  from  New  York  to  Ohio,  from  Ohio  to 
Missouri,  and  from  Missouri  to  Illinois;  and  who  at  the  unripe  age 
of  thirty-eight,  was  shot  to  death  by  a  mob  with  painted  faces. 

Yet  this  man  became  mayor  of  the  biggest  town  in  Illinois 
and  the  state's  most  prominent  citizen,  the  commander  of  the 
largest  body  of  trained  soldiers  in  the  nation  outside  the  Federal 
army,  the  founder  of  cities  and  of  a  university,  and  aspired  to 
become  President  of  the  United  States. 

He  wrote  a  book  which  has  baffled  the  literary  critics  for  over 
a  hundred  years  and  which  is  today  more  widely  read  than  any 
other  volume  save  the  Bible.  On  the  threshold  of  an  organising 
age  he  established  the  most  nearly  perfect  social  mechanism  in 
the  modern  world,  and  developed  a  religious  philosophy  that  chal- 
lenges anything  of  the  kind  in  history,  for  completeness  and  co- 
hesion. And  he  set  up  the  machinery  for  an  economic  system  that 
ivould  take  thp  brood  of  Fears  out  of  the  heart  of  man — the  fear 
of  want  through  sickness,  old  age.  unemployment,  and  poverty. 

In  thirty  nations  are  men  and  women  who  look  upon  him  as 
a  greater  leader  than  Moses  ana  a  greater  prophet  than  Isaiah; 
his  disciples  now  number  well  over  a  million;  and  already  a  granite 
shaft  pierces  the  sky  over  the  place  ichere  he  ivas  born,  and  an- 
other over  the  place  where  he  is  credited  with  hainng  received  the 


inspiration  for  his  Book.

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AROUND    THE    WORLD 


PHILIPPINES.— LDS  service- 
men and  their  families  stationed 
in  the  Philippine  Islands  have 
banded  together  to  continue 
their  church  activities. 

Without  benefit  of  a  mission 
president,  chaplain,  co-ordinator, 
group  leader  or  returned  mis- 
sionaries, they  have  organised  to 
make  the  most  of  their  time  and 
opportunities. 

After  asking  for  instructions 
from  church  headquarters  the 
small  enthusiastic  group  have 
advanced  from  an  unofficial 
study-class  meeting  at  each 
others'  homes  to  holding  regular 
Sunday  services  which  include  r. 
Junior  Sunday  School  class  and 
a  study  of  the  "Articles  of 
Faith."  In  addition  to  Sunday 
service,  Thursday  evenings  are 
taken  up  with  a  study  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon. 

The  small  group  were  delighted 
recently  to  receive  as  a  visitor 
Sister  Annacita  Farjardo,  the 
only  known  member  of  the 
church  in  the  Islands.  She  had 
been  taught  the  Gospel  six  years 
ago  by  Mormon  soldiers  during 
the  last  war.  Sister  Annacita 
bore  her  testimony  and  told  of 
her  life  patterned  in  conformity 
with  gospel  principles,  though 
isolated  from  the  church. 

SCRIPTURES   ARE   STUDIED 

by  workmen  on  their  lunch  hour 
at  the  huge  Kennecott  Copper 
Corp.  at  Magna,  Utah.  As  the 
din  of  heavy  machinery  in  the 
boiler  rooms  fades  out.  some 
thirty-two  workmen  gather 
around  for  scriptural  reading 
and  discussion  to  improve  their 
understanding  of   the   gospel. 

Boilermakers,  welders,  riggers, 
blacksmiths,  mechanics  and  a 
clerical  worker  now  and  again 
join  together  in  common  fellow- 
ship, toast  sandwiches  over 
forges,  participate  in  the  discus- 
sion and  partake  of  both  bodily 
and   spiritual  nourishment. 

The  unique  gathering  had  its 
beginning  more  than  a  year  ago 
when  a  bolt-maker  started  to 
read  from  Church  works  during 
his  lunch  period.  Friends 
gathered  around  him  and  asked 


that  he  read  aloud  so  they  could 
hear.  The  idea  spread  and  the 
group  increased  rapidly.  Now 
two  stake  missionary  employees 
spend  the  entire  half-hour  read- 
ing  aloud. 

ALASKAN  DISTRICTS  of  the 

Northwestern  States  Mission 
have  realised  a  tremendous 
growth  in  the  last  13  years. 
Under  the  able  direction  of 
President  Lorin  Oldroyd,  the  re- 
cently retired  Dean  of  Agricul- 
ture of  the  University  of  Alaska, 
the  Alaskan  District  has  grown 
in  membership  from  a  meagre 
dozen  in  1938  to  a  swelling  500 
to-day. 

Thirteen  years  ago,  Preston 
Nibely  toured  Alaska  giving  pub- 
lic meetings  to  determine  if  mis- 
sionaries should  proselyte  the 
gospel  there  during  summer 
months.  At  that  time  four  small 
branches  were  organised,  and 
they   are  still  thriving. 

Anchorage  is  the  largest 
branch  in  the  district,  having 
250  members.  When  the  first 
meeting  was  held  there  were 
only  three  members.  The  Juneau 
Branch  has  50  members,  and 
only  last  summer  completed  con- 
struction and  dedicated  their 
own  chapel.  At  Fairbanks  there 
are  150  members  and  a  beautiful 
£28,500  chapel  is  now  under  con- 
struction. 

In  addition  to  Sacrament 
meetings.  Relief  Society  and 
MIA.  they  also  conduct  a  weekly 
missionary  class  for  a  large 
group  of  investigators.  LDS  ser- 
vicemen stationed  on  the  Aleu- 
tian chain-  of  islands  conduct 
their  own  services. 

President  Oldroyd  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Harry 
Truman  two  years  ago  to  head 
a  committee  investigating  the 
conditions  of  the  natives.  Last 
month  he  ended  his  long  period 
of  church  service  by  leaving 
Alaska  with  his  wife  for  a 
future  home  in  Texas.  During 
the  past  13  years  he  has  travel- 
led over  200.000  air-miles  for  his 
university  work  and  at  the  same 
time  has  always  looked  after  the 
affairs  of  the  branches  and 
members  of  the  church.

Notwithstanding  the  whims  and  fancies 
and  even  the  earnest  desires  of  men  con- 
cerning time,  the  days,  months,  and  years 
come  and  go  with  unwavering  regularity. 
In  the  hour  of  loneliness,  despair  or  sorrow 
we  would  shorten  them  if  we  could  and 
speed  their  passing,  but  in  the  company 
of  cherished  friends  when  the  days  are 
filled  with  happiness  we  would  prolong  our 
joy.  My  time  spent  in  the  South  African 
Mission  has  been  so  enjoyable  that  I  find 
myself  in  the  latter  classification,  reluctant 
to  leave  the  full-time  service  of  the  Lord 
among  the  fine  people  of  this  land.  Coupled 
with  these  feelings  of  regret,  however,  are 
those  of  anticipation  as  I  contemplate 
seeing  loved  ones  at  home  and  engaging 
in  the  pursuits  of  life  there.  These  feelings 
are  also  strong,  for  as  the  poet  says  in  the 
oft-quoted  lines: 

God  gives  all  men  all  earth  to  love. 

But  since,  mans  heart  is  small. 
Ordains  for  each  one  spot  shall  prove. 

Beloved  over  all. 

I  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  those 
who  have  afforded  me  the  opportunity  of 
serving  a  mission;  I'm  anxious  to  voice  that 
appreciation  to  them.  I  am  likewise  in- 
debted to  all  of  you  who  have  made  it  such 
a  delightful  experience. 

Places  and  individuals  endear  them- 
selves to  us  when  associations  with  them 
have  been  pleasant.  The  Lord  has  blessed 
me  with  an  abundance  of  such  association 
with  the  missionaries,  members,  and  in- 
vestigators of  the  Gospel  in  this  land.  You 
have    been    most    hospitable,    patient    and 


understanding,  tolerant  of  my  weaknesses, 
in  every  way  helpful  and  kind.  I'm  grate- 
ful for  the  friendship  of  all  of  you.  To 
leave  a  delightful  land  and  congenial 
people  without  plans  for  return  must  be 
difficult  under  any  conditions.  When  that 
land  is  South  Africa  and  the  people  those 
with  whom  you  share  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  it  becomes  exceedingly  so. 

In  this  connection  that  which  is  true  of 
lands  and  peoples  is  also  true  of  philoso- 
phies. The  way  of  life  which  brings  a 
fullness  of  satisfaction  and  joy  becomes 
hallowed  in  the  eyes  of  those  who  practise 
it.  It  is  universally  hoped  for  and  sought 
after,  yet  a  very  few  find  it.  The  reason — 
it  bears  the  name  of  religion,  and  religion 
worthy  of  that  appellation  is  to  so  many 
outmoded.  That  it  fulfills  a  purpose  with 
the  uncivilised  and  the  naive  they  admit, 
but  to  the  seemingly  educated  it  is  un- 
necessary. And  so  they  try  each  of  the 
philosophies  of  men — all  the  avenues  of 
worldly  pleasure.  They  reap  not  lasting 
joy  but  momentary  satisfaction,  glints  of 
happiness,  and  then  frustration  until  even 
the  unbelieving  sense  the  need  in  their 
lives  of  the  very  religious  principles  they 
decry. 

Associations  with  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  when  in  harmony  with  its  prin- 
ciples, are  always  pleasant.  Its  precepts 
stir  the  soul.  Unselfish  labour  in  its  activi- 
ties brings  everlasting  joy.  It  is  the  Lord's 
plan — a  perfect  one  given  by  a  loving 
Father  to  His  children.    It  is  the  recipe  for

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An  Apostle  of  the  Lord  was  preachinq 
a  sermon.  It  was  a  powerful,  inspiring 
sermon,  filled  with  counsel,  wisdom  and 
truth.  When  he  concluded  with  the  cus- 
tomary closing  sentence — "  In  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  Amen" — the  congregation  re- 
sponded with  a  feeble,  hardly  audible 
"Amen."  The  Apostle  rose  from  his  seat 
and  asked  his  hearers :  "  Did  I  preach  a 
sermon  in  accordance  with  the  promptings 
of  the  Holy  Spirit? "  "  Yes,"  was  the 
answer.  "  Have  I  said  anything  that  is  not 
in  harmony  with  the  Word  of  God?  "  "  No." 
said  the  people.  "  Do  you  feel  happy;  are 
you  satisfied?  "  "  Yes,  yes."  "  Then  say 
Amen  to  the  word  of  God."  Everybody 
joined  in  a  clear  Amen  that  gave  the 
Apostle  of  the  Lord  the  assurance  that  the 
saints  were  fed  and  guided  aright. 

Whenever  the  saints  say  "Amen "  to  a 
sermon,  they  witness  that  so  it  shall  be; 
so  will  they  do  and  act,  they  endorse  what 
has  been  said.  They  bear  witness  by  word 
of  mouth  that  they  have  heard  the  message, 
received  the  counsel  or  admonition,  and 
will  act  accordingly. 


To  say  "Amen  "  to  a  prayer,  a  sermon,  a 
blessing  upon  the  emblems  of  the  Sacra- 
ment is  to  agree  and  bind  one's  self  to  the 
fulfilment  of  that  which  has  been  said. 

Therefore,  it  is  desired  that  every  Latter- 
day  Saint  should"  always  say  clearly  and 
readily,  with  all  sincerity  and  understand- 
ing, a  clear,  definite  and  unequivocal 
"Amen."  Especially  when  partaking  of 
Sacrament,  listening  to  a  sermon,  in  secret 
and  family  prayers,  in  administering  to  the 
sick,  in  blessing  the  children,  and  all  the 
ordinances  of  the  Restored  Gospel,  the 
word  "Amen  " — so  be  it;  even  so — is  ex- 
pected from  every  sincere  member  of  the 
Church. 

To  say  "Amen  "  half-heartedly,  carelessly, 
and  then  fail  to  do  that  which  you  have 
been  commanded  or  counselled  to  do  is  to 
bear  false  witness,  to  manifest  your  insin- 
cerity and  to  merit  the  reprimand  or  even 
punishment  of  our  Father  in  Heaven.

It  is  a  generally  acknowledged  fact  that 
the  world  to-day  is  in  a  pretty  thorough 
mess;  it  has  been  in  a  turmoil  for  a  long 
time.  And  now  that  the  tendency  shown 
by  mankind  in  general  to  ignore  the  com- 
mandments of  God  and  the  teachings  of 
their  Saviour  seems  likely  to  lead  to  an- 
other world  war,  we  are  more  acutely  con- 
scious of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of 
the  present-day  world.  Before  this  century, 
conflicts  between  nations  and  their  attend- 
ant evils  were  localised;  now,  as  we  know, 
the  situation  is  terrifyingly  different.  The 
success  achieved  by  scientists  and  engineers 
in  designing  weapons  capable  of  causing 
large-scale  destruction,  and  machines  cap- 
able of  carrying  these  weapons  over  long 
distances  means  that,  should  we  be  plunged 
into  another  world-wide  conflict,  it  will  be 
a  "  world-war "  in  the  most  literal  sense 
of  those  words.  All  of  us  seem  likely  to 
be  involved  and  the  prospects  are  pro- 
foundly disturbing. 

With  what  attitude,  then,  should  we  face 
the  situation  that  has  arisen  now  that  man's 
refusal  to  pay  any  attention  to  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  may  quite  possibly  result 


in  his  wholesale  destruction?  There  are 
those  who  have  decided  that,  since  they 
can  do  nothing  to  alter  the  course  of  world 
events,  they  might  as  well  follow  the  advice 
contained  in  the  title  of  a  current  song  hit. 
"  Enjoy  Yourself,  It's  Later  Than  You 
Think,"' — and  they  never  think  of  the  con- 
sequences. This  attitude  shows,  among 
other  things,  a  complete  lack  of  faith  in 
the  future,  and  once  we  have  lost  faith  in 
the  future  we  are  in  a  cave  of  despair.  As 
Latter-day  Saints,  should  we  now  feel  in- 
clined to  view  the  future  with  fear  and 
dread  and  despondency,  or  should  we 
rather  remember  the  reward  that  will  be 
ours  if  we  strive  to  live  the  gospel,  seeking 
to  do  at  all  times  the  things  our  Heavenly 
Father  would  have  us  do?  The  leaders  of 
this  church  have  constantly  counselled  us 
to  accept  the  latter  alternative.  Let  us  be 
thankful  that  in  times  such  as  these,  when 
so  many  appear  to  have  given  way  to 
despair,  we  have  no  need  to  feel  uneasy 
about  the  future;  that,  should  we  remain 
faithful  and  place  the  gospel  first  in  our 
lives,  our  future  well-being  in  this  life  and 
hereafter  is  assured. 
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The  Saviour,  who  died  that  we  might  be 
resurrected  and  live,  said  to  His  disciples 
and  He  says  to  us: 

"  Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I 
give  unto  you:  not  as  the  world  giveth. 
give  I  unto  you.  Let  not  your  heart 
be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be  afraid." 

(John  14:  27). 


let  us  be  thankful  that,  121  years  ago  this 
month,  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  was  re- 
stored to  the  earth,  which  we  were  privi- 
leged to  hear  and  then  accept.  Let  us  derive 
inspiration  from  the  fact  that  though  things 
are  not  as  good  as  they  could  be,  the  full- 
ness of  the  Gospel  is  upon  the  earth,  and 
we,  who  are  Latter-day  Saints,  can  do  our 
utmost  to  build  up  the  Kingdom  of  God.

Several  red- 
letter  days  were  celebrated  in  the  old  First 
Ward.  You  graduated  from  Primary  and 
took  up  your  Boy  Scout  work  in  the  M.I.A. 
I  had  the  honour  of  ordaining  you  to  the 
office  of  a  Deacon  and  watching  your 
growth  and  development  in  the  Priesthood. 
It  was  a  real  privilege  to  set  you  apart  as 
a  Teacher  and  later  as  a  Priest.  Yes,  my 
son,  you  did  manage  to  climb  up  that  road 
of  life  and  make  your  way  past  many  of 
the  pitfalls  that  are  along  the  path.  I  think 
that  your  mission  was  the  greatest  single 
event  in  your  life,  and  I  was  happy  that 
we  were  able  to  make  it  possible  for  you 
to  spend  those  two  glorious  years  preach- 
ing the  Gospel." 

"  Then  you  graduated  from  the  Univer- 
sity with  honours  onCe  again  at  the  head 
of  the  class.  At  that  point,  son,  you  were 
on  your  own,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
my  heart  swells  with  pride  when  I  see 
what  you  have  accomplished  in  this  life. 
You  now  have  your  own  little  business, 
and  I  might  add  that  it  is  the  finest  that 
the  folks  in  town  have  ever  seen.  All  that 
I  had  to  offer  was  counsel  and  advice,  the 
rest  has  been  up  to  you." 

"  Dad,  to-day  is  an  extra  special  occasion, 
and  always  has  been."  Will  Jr.  said  as  he 
put  his  head  back  on  the  chair.  "  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
is  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  years  old 
to-day.  I  can  picture  a  scene  similar  to 
this  in  the  realms  above  where  the  Father 
of  us  all  is  reminiscing  on  this  anniversary 


and  reviewing  the  events  of  the  past  that 
have  led  to  the  growth  and  progress  of  His 
Church.  He  will  recall  the  day  that  the 
Church  was  born  back  in  1830.  This  world 
was  torn  with  religious  strife  and  conten- 
tion at  that  time.  Clothed  with  the  power 
of  the  Priesthood  and  under  the  guidance 
of  a  prophet,  the  Restored  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  faced  the  dawn  of  the  last  and 
greatest  dispensation,  that  of  the  Fullness 
of  Times. 

"  The  infancy  of  the  Church  was  sorely 
subjected  to  all  kinds  of  prejudice  and  per- 
secution and  the  paths  that  the  early  Saints 
had  to  tread  were  littered  with  hardships. 
Dad.  you  recall  how  they  were  driven  from 
their  homes,  mobbed,  murdered,  robbed 
and  plundered.  Yet  in  the  face  of  all 
this  they  held  fast  to  the  truth  that  had 
been  entrusted  to  their  care.  The  trials 
and  troubles  were  all  met  and  the  young 
organisation  continued  to  steadily  climb 
and  progress.  My,  how  our  Father  in 
Heaven  must  have  been  thrilled  when  he 
saw  the  faith  of  the  early  Saints  who 
turned  their  faces*to  the  West  and  set  out 
into  the  wilderness  toward  an  unknown 
land.  Prophecy  was  fulfilled,  the  desert 
was  made  to  blossom  as  the  rose,  and  the 
Saints  continued  to  gather  to  Zion." 

The  father  added  to  the  words  of  his 
son,  "  It  will  never  cease  to  amaze  me  when 
I  see  the  commonwealth  the  Latter-day 
Saint  people  established  in  the  middle  of 
the  desert.  They  planned  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  cities  the  world  has  ever  seen.

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"A  STITCH  IN  TIME       .  ." 

It  is  a  pleasant  and  friendly  custom  for 
women  to  sit  and  sew  together.  Ever  since 
the  soft  wool  and  strong  flax  and  yielding 
cotton  were  first  spun  and  woven  into  cloth, 
the  busy  hands  of  women  have  been  fash- 
ioning beauty  and  style.  While  their 
fingers  have  silently  threaded  intricate 
designs  or  stitched  seams  for  plain  cloth- 
ing, their  thoughts  have  wandered  from 
work  in  hand  to  feelings  of  love  and  friend- 
ship in  their  hearts  towards  one  another. 

In  the  mountain  valleys  of  the  pioneer 
west,  knitting  and  sewing,  patching  and 
mending,  occupied  many  afternoon  hours 
and  evenings  of  the  women,  and  as  they 
sewed  and  seamed  together  they  not  only 
produced  warm,  durable  clothing  for  all 
the  family,  but  they  developed  an  inner 
love  and  deep  understanding. 

Relief  Society  women,  since  the  meetings 
more  than  a  century  ago.  in  Nauvoo,  have 
been  experts  with  sewing  needles,  crochet 
hooks,  knitting  needles,  and  sewing 
machines.    They  have  sewed  together  and 


have  woven  friendship  and  attitudes  of 
charity  and  compassion,  giving  generously 
from  full  hearts  and  busy  hands.

Here  are  some  tips  on  dressmaking  sub- 
mitted by  Sister  Rayner  of  the  Mowbray 
Branch : 

When  cutting  a  garment  get  all  seams  on 
the  same  grain,  otherwise  your  garment 
seam  will  pucker. 

When  stitching  a  cross-grain  seam, 
stretch  slightly. 

Press  all  seams  and  fit  before  completion. 

Always  use  a  slightly  darker  thread  for 
top-stitching. 

Remember  that  a  collar  on  a  dress  or 
blouse  must  always  be  cut  smaller  than 
the  neck.  This  ensures  a  snug-fitting  collar. 

Avoid  too  many  colours  in  one  outfit. 
Study  contrasts  carefully.  Pay  special  at- 
tention to  the  finishing  off  of  hems,  on 
necks  and  sleeves.  These  should  be  hand 
sewn. 

The  hall-mark  of  good  dressmaking  is 
attention  to  detaill

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MISSION  PRESIDENCY  HOLD 
CONFERENCES 


BASEBALL  SEASON  IN  RETROSPECT 


At  the  completion  of  a  successful  mission 
tour  in  which  conferences  were  held  in  all 
districts,  the  Mission  Presidency  returned 
to  Cape  Town  on  the  11th  of  April.  Presi- 
dent Wright,  in  company  with  Sister 
Wright,  toured  with  his  two  counsellors  in 
the  South  African  Mission  Presidency. 
Presidents  Thomas  Y.  Wilson  and  Gilbert 
G.  Tobler. 

The  party  left  Cape  Town  by  car  on  the 
14th  of  March  to  travel  via  the  "  Garden 
Route  "  for  Port  Elizabeth.  Conference  was 
held  in  Port  Elizabeth  on  Sunday,  March 
18th.  The  25th  found  them  with  the  Saints 
in  East  London,  and  by  the  first  Sunday 
in  April  they  had  progressed  up  the  coast 
to  Durban,  where  they  presided  over  the 
third  conference  of  their  tour.  From 
Durban  they  turned  inland  to  spend  three 
days  in  Johannesburg  and  to  hold  confer- 
ence in  Ramah  Chapel  on  April  8th.  The 
journey  drew  to  a  close  with  a  visit  to 
Bloemfontein  Branch  on  the  9th.  Cumorah's 
welcome  mat  was  waiting  when  the  travel- 
lers reached  the  Cape  Town  terminus  two 
days  later. 

This  recent  tour  was  the  second  excur- 
sion of  its  kind  for  President  Wilson,  who 
toured  the  Union  last  year  with  Presidents 
Wright  and  Yarn.  President  Wilson  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Church  for  43  years, 
and  several  years  back  he  made  a  trip  to 
the  United  States,  where  he  did  Temple 
work.  Few  have  been  loved  and  respected 
by  so  many  as  has  Brother  Wilson. 

The  arrival  in  Cape  Town  formally  closed 
Elder  Tobler's  two-year  period  of  service 
in  the  mission  field.  He  was  honourably 
released  from  the  work  prior  to  his  de- 
parture from  South  Africa  on  the  13th  of 
April.  He  served  valiantly  and  unselfishly 
throughout  his  entire  mission,  and  for 
nearly  a  year  he  acted  as  Supervising  Elder 
of  the  Transvaal  District,  the  largest  in  the 
mission.  Elder  Tobler  climaxed  his  work 
by  serving  as  2nd  Counsellor  to  President 
Wright. 


The  1950-51  baseball  season  for  "  Cumo- 
rah  "  came  to  a  close  on  March  10th  with 
a  16 — 5  win  over  the  Parow  Panthers  at 
Hartleyvale.  This  game  made  the  24th 
win  for  the  Elders  against  4  losses,  and 
gave  them  the  top  spot  on  two  leagues — 
the  first  half  of  the  major  league  and  the 
Western  Province  section  of  this  year's 
play. 

The  past  five  months  have  been  full  of 
excitement  for  all  of  the  team  and  for 
Cumorah's  fans.

Midway  through  the  season  new  uni- 
forms and  equipment  arrived  from  the 
States,  and  to  help  defray  the  expense  on 
them  a  "  Variety  Concert "  was  staged  on 
March  21st.  The  show  was  a  big  success, 
and  a  considerable  sum  was  raised. 

Looking  back  on  the  games  of  this  year 
we  find  that  the  team  grew  steadily 
stronger  and  beat  the  best  teams  in  the 
league  by  large  scores.  There  were  five 
shut-outs  during  the  season,  and  the  errors 
were  kept  at  a  minimum  as  the  Elders  con- 
stantly came  through  with  hits  when  they 
were  driven  into  a  corner.

tion of  the  Western  section  of  the  United 
States,  and  proved  that  they  as  a  people 
were  a  valuable  asset  to  the  country  they 
loved  and  on  several  occasions  fought  to 
defend." 

"That  is  true,"  replied  the  son.  "And 
just  think  of  the  missionary  system.  From 
a  small  handful  of  ordained  Elders  the 
work  has  developed  into  a  vast  organisa- 
tion of  nearly  6,000  workers  that  are 
heralding  the  message  of  the  Restoration 
throughout  the  world." 

"  Dad.  I  just  marvel  when  I  see  the  work 
done  by  the  auxiliaries  within  the  Church 
in  helping  the  Priesthood  promote  the 
work  of  the  Lord.  Under  the  Priesthood's 
direction  the  Relief  Society  was  organised 
for  the  women  of  the  Church.

Since  it  was 
introduced  in  April  of  1936  the  Welfare 
Program  has  brought  thousands  of  men  and 
women  into  unselfish  activity  in  behalf  of 
their  fellow-men." 

"  Yes,  son,  it  is  wonderful  to  see  the  work 
of  the  Lord  being  accomplished,  and  I  am 
sure  that  He  is  happy  with  the  growth  of 
the  last  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  years. 
All  of  this  work,  in  fact  all  of  the  manifold 
activities  of  the  Church  for  these  many 
years,  are  and  have  been  for  one  purpose 
only.  The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  set  that 
purpose  forth  in  these  words :  '  It  is  the 
bringing  of  men  and  women  to  a  know- 
ledge of  the  eternal  truth  that  Jesus  Christ 
is  the  Redeemer  and  Saviour  of  the  world, 
and  only  through  belief  in  Him  and  faith 
that  manifests  itself  in  good  works,  can  men 
and  nations  enjoy  peace.'
